He meets the pheasant— 
representing woman— the modern development 
of woman, domineering, selfish, jealous of the 
man’s success. Then follows: his disillusion- 
ment, when the pheasant tells him that the day 
has dawned without his crow. And his reply is 
that his destiny is surer than the day.

The Illinois special com- 
mission which is searc for the seat of 
this malady yesterday its first report, 
in which it was stated that no connection 
can be established between the ee and 
the cereal. * 

Tune ee which were conducted at 
the Peoria state hospital, lasted one year. 
Two squads of patients, numbering fifty-nine 
each, were isolated in two cottages. One 
squad was placed on an excessive corn diet, 
and corn was absolutely excluded from the 
table in the other cottage. 


Keep Chart of Zach Patient. 

A personal chart was kept of each patient, 
noting the following facts: pation of 
face, semi-monthly weights, mental condition 
as to mania and stupor, and physical condi- 
tion. 

Among the corn fed patients four cases of 
pellagra developed, with three suspects. In 
the cottage where corn was not permitted 
five cases of the diseases developed. 

Skin teste were made with extracts of good 
and epolled corn upon well defined pelia- 
grame, with negative resulta. 

Guinea pigs and monkeys were fed clean 
and moldy corn, but no traces of pellagra 
followed, 

The theory that ‘the disease is infectious 
wes tried out upon monkeys and did not 
dear out. Reports that the disease is carried 
pee the buffalo gnat are being investigated. 


Evans Predicts Solution. 

Dr. W. A. Byans asserted during the day 
‘that he believed the pellagra commission 
ultimately would find the cause of the disease. 

“When it dees,“ he said, it will be one 
of the greatest discoveries in the history of 
medicine,” 

Dr, Sidney D. Wiigas, euperintendent of 
the State hospital at Hain, said that for the 
last two years patients there. have been fed 
a heavier corn diet than heretofore and the 
number of cases of pellagra has decreased, 

It would appear from this that the theory 
that corn was responsible for the disease fs 
incorrect,” he sad. We took precautions 
that no moldy corn was used.“ 

Dr, William Pberlein, head of the Dunning 
Institution, sald that the government com- 
mission which hes sought for the origin of 
pellagra madd a report some time ich 
included the fact that corn wes in no way to 
bo associated with the disease. The disease 
runs in the system for years“ he said, “* do- 
fore its presence becomes apparent.” 


First State to Study Disease,
